It is an exceptionally 
imeresting document, which is.well worth per- 
usal. Mt. Mayess remarks in opening: “From 
a Custams point of view perhaps the most in-* 
teresting event of ihe year has been the aboli- 
tion:of the office of the ‘Hoppo, as the Super- 
intendent ‘of Customs for. the province of 
Kwangluny was usually designated by Furo- 
pean, Since the year 1,685, the post has 
always.been held by n. syecial Imperial Com- 
missioner, who was charged. with the collec- 
tion of the Customs Revenues, a large propor. 
tion of which was devoted to the expensed of 
the Imperial Court. The bypothecation of the 
principal sources of Revenue for the service of 
China's ‘foreign. loans.has entailed the rieces-, 
sity of reducing expenses, arid this, resulting 
in the abolition of several of the governorships 
of provinces, has also led to the abolition of 
the anrient office af “ Hoppa.' On the toth 
December His Excellency Chang En‘-handed 
over the seals to His Excellency Chang Jen- 
chun, Governor of Kwangtung, who for the 
present is acting as the Provincial Superinten- 
dent of Customs, It is gratifying to be able to 
record that- in his last’ year -of office the 
“Happp’ saw the Revenue of the Canton Cus- 
toms for the first time exceed three million 
taels.” The Commissioner prnceeds ‘to sefer 
to the qvestion of piracy—alresdy-dealt with— 
and observes that well (nformed Chinese are 
against gambling, for the simple.r-ason that 
the pizates” and brgands are either. people 
tuined by gambling, or.desperadses who prev’ 
sup m lucky gamblers. returning’ home with 
their winnings, Ste adds-that “there is one 
thing certain, that the provincial government 
would never consen' to the suppression of the 
gambling farms, which are the most, im-

Mr. Mayers, dealing with the statistics, ‘ob- 
serves, that according-ta these, “we have the 
striking anomaly «fa decrease, in ihe trade va- 
luc amounting to Hk, Tls $14,312,750 as'cam- 
pared with the previous yenr's Beare, ‘and yet 
a substantia’ gain in the revenue collection. 
The explanation, however, is rot far to seek. 
Exceptionally good crops brought about -a ma- 
teriat reduciion in the importation. of grain, 
which was less than at any time during. the- 
pas} decade; thereby nearly accounting for the 
whole of the difference referred ta. A decrens-' 
ed expendiiute on the purchase of food sinfis 
naturally'enough means more funds available 
for use in other directions, and thus we meet 
with 'a great expansion of trade all round. 
What has further helped ‘to bring about this 
result was the keen rivalry existing between 
local foreign . firms, who, in order to keep 
abreast of each’ather, have come to recognise 
the necessily of extending and. consolidating 
thelr connections and establishing, themselves 
on a fitmer basi us native merchants are 
now afforded fi sin the way of credits, 
banking conveniences and placing’ of orders 
which formesly did not exist. Instead of jour- 
neying to Hongkong and remitting money by 
freight as in past years they are now enabled to 
enter into and conclude their contracts, on .the 
spot—ddvantages which they appreciate to 
fall and ‘of' which they are not slow to 
themselves.””
